at Belgrade. 


London, Ju ly 8.— The most Important 
news from the seat of w ar is the re­ 
port, confirmed from Sofia, of the ap­ 
pearance of a large Bulgarian force at 
Vrana, threatening tho Servian line 
of retreat. 


Still more significant, as tending to 
confirm the belief that the Servians 
are suffering defeat, is the announce­ 
ment from Belgrade that only meager 
reports are being received from the 
Servian arm y headquarters and that 
the government has decided to pub­ 
lish reports only on alternate days. In 
addition a rigorous censorship on the 
newspapers is being enforced. 
The Servian wounded describe the 
battles as almost inhuman in their 
ferocity, the men throwing away their 
firearms and using their bayonets as 
daggers. 
This accords with their information 
from many sources of the sanguinary 
character 
of 
the 
fighting 
and 
the 
■wholesale slaughter witnessed in the 
present struggle. 
W hatever the policy of the European 
powers may be little is heard of at­ 
tempts to stop the war. 
The ambas­ 
sadorial conference met 
in 
London 
again, but apparently did little except 
discuss the boundaries of Albania. 
Meanwhile 
R oum ania and 
Turkey 
give signs that they wdll not long be 
idle spectators and the Balkan states 
continue th** struggle which w ill par­ 
alyze them for years to come. 
A dispatch from 
Saloniki reports 
that the Greeks have occupied De- 
m irhissir and Strum itza and. accord­ 
ing to the most likely information, the 
Bulgarian General Ivanoff has been 
slowly 
retiring 
before 
the 
superior 
Greek forces northward since his army 
was weakened by the departure ol 
his right wing to attack Krivolak. 
Another dispatch asserts that Gen­ 
eral Ivanoff by an unexpected attack 
scattered the Greek arm y of 80,006 
commanded by King Constantine and 
occupied Nigrita and other points or. 
the Greek line. 
It is possible that 
both reports are correct and the one 
crediting victory to General Ivanoff 
has reference to a later date, after 
the Bulgarian commander was rein­ 
forced.

Senator Hoke Sm ith has a plan for 
pushing the tariff bill through the sen­ 
ate with much greater speed than has 
been believed possible. 
H e says that 
after giving the R epublicans reasona­ 
ble tim e to consider the measure after 
it is reported a few days, at least, then 
the senate should banish the so called 
“ morning hour," which is really two 
hours, take up the tariff bill each day 
at 12:30 and continue consideration of 
it until 6 o’clock at night. 
Th at for the first week. 
Then begin 
the sessions an hour earlier for a week; 
then begin about the third week about 
10 o’clock in tlie morning and run un­ 
til 10 at night. In that w ay the Georgia 
senator believes the R epublicans will 
tire of 
making 
long speeches. 
lie 
would also have the Democrats satisfy 
themselves w ith short speeches, just 
enough to explain the provisions of the 
bill, with perhaps a speech by each 
senator for home consumption. 


How About the Quorum? 
Senator Sm ith has not been a mem­ 
ber of the senate two years, and he 
never has been through one of those 
protracted contests such as a tariff bill 
Is likely to evoke. 
H e does not realize, 
perhaps, that bis party w ill be under 
the necessity of keeping a quorum in 
the senate all the time. 
The m ajority 
is narrow. 
A t least two Democrats 
w ill w ant to defeut the bill, and it Is 
surmised that others would be willing 
to see it defeated indirectly, therefore 
the idea of working tw elve hours a 
day on the tariff bill may have to be 
modified. 
A quorum can be demanded almost 
any time. 
Senators w ill not remain 
and listen to long tariff speeches. 
If 
an attempt is made early in the con­ 
sideration of the tariff bill to work un­ 
der forced pressure the R epublicans 
are sure to begin a filibuster in earnest. 


Drastic Lobby Bill 9ur«. 
W h ile the Mulhall revelutions con­ 
cerning the lobby did not come as a 
result of the investigation which Pres­ 
ident W ilson cnused to be instituted, 
they are all a part of the general anti­ 
lobby crusade, and the president w ill 
get credit for whut has been turned 
up. 
One thiug is assured, however, 
congress w ill pass a drastic anti-lobby 
bill. 
Congress is sure to take meas­ 
ures to protect itself and the public 
from that gang of harpies who infest 
the capital and deal in alleged "intlu- 
enee.” 
They make big concerns inter­ 
ested in legislation believe they can 
"put things over" and reap quite a 
harvest from the gullible outsiders. 


Their W orst Offense. 
W h at has aroused congressmen to a 
high pitch of indignation is because 
these lobbyists Inform their employers 
that this or that man is "fixed" or is

R ewards of Valor. 
W hile much has been printed recent­ 
ly about the battle of Gettysburg and 
every account showed tbut it was a de 
cialve battle, the turning (mint of the 
war, etc.. It does not seem to have oc­ 
curred to any one that not a single 
commander on the Union side who par­ 
ticipated in thut greut battle wus ever 
rewarded to the extent of giving him 
the rank of lieutenunt general.

that he expected no further trouble 
as a result of the failure of the Pitts­ 
burg First-Second National bank. 
"T h e failure of the Pittsburg bank 
simply is a sporadic case of unsound 
banking 
and 
has 
no 
other 
signifi­ 
cance,” the secretary said. 
He ndded that the receivership for 
the institution removed a long stand­ 
ing "sore spot" in the Pittsburg sit­ 
uation, leaving the general condition 
in that city sound. 
The secretary w ill make a sweep­ 
ing investigation of the failure of the 
big bank. 
It developed that one fact which 
drew' the suspicion of the treasury de­ 
partment to the bank’s condition was 
a discrepancy of nearly $2,000,000 be­ 
tween the sworn report to the comp­ 
troller of the currency as to the bank’s 
condition on June 4 and what should 
have been a true copy of this report 
published by the bank in the news­ 
papers of Pittsburg. 
The law’ requires every bank to pub­ 
lish its reports to the comptroller of 
the currency. In response to his call

newspapers,

report 
to

comptroller 
showed assets and liabilities aggregat­ 
ing $39,997,347.10 each, while as given 
to the Pittsburg newspapers for pub­

or borrowed money.

Senator Hoke Smith has a plan for 
pushing the tariff bill through the sen­ 
ate with much greater speed than has 
been believed iajssible. 
Ile says that 
after giving the Republicans reasona­ 
ble time to consider the measure after 
it is reported a few days, at least, then 
the senate should banish the so called 
"morning hour." which is really two 
hours, take up the tariff bill each day 
at 12:30 and continue consideration of 
it until (I o’clock at night. 
T hat for the first week. 
Then begin 
the sessions an hour earlier for a week; 
then begin about the third week about 
IO o’clock In the morning and run un­ 
til IO at night. In that way the Georgia 
senator believes the Republicans will 
tire of making long speeches. 
He 
would also have the Democrats satisfy 
themselves with short speeches, just 
enough to explain the provisions of the 
bill, with perhaps a speech by each 
senator for home consumption. 


How About the Quorum? 
Senator Smith has not been a mem­ 
ber of the senate two years, aud be 
never lins been through one of those 
protracted contests such as a tariff bill 
Is likely to evoke. 
Ile does not realize, 
perhaps, that his party will be under 
the necessity of keeping a quorum in 
the senate all the time. 
The majority 
Is narrow. 
At least two Democrats 
will w ant to defeat the bill, and it is 
surmised that others would be willing 
to see It defeated Indirectly; therefore 
the idea of working twelve hours a 
day on the tariff bill may have to be 
modified. 
A quorum can be demanded almost 
any time. 
Senators will not remuln 
and listen to long tariff speeches. 
If 
un attem pt is made early in the con­ 
sideration of the tariff bill to work un­ 
der forced pressure the Republicans 
are sure to begin a filibuster In enmest. 


Drastic Lobby Bill Bura. 
While the Mulhall revelations con­ 
cerning the lobby did not come as a 
result of the investigation which Pres­ 
ident Wilson caused to be instituted, 
they are all a part of the general anti- 
lobby crusade, aud the president will 
get credit for what bas been turned 
up. 
One thing is assured, however, 
congress will pass a drastic anti-lobby 
bill. 
Congress is sure to take meas­ 
ures to protect Itself and the public 
from that gang of harpies who Infest 
the capital and deal in alleged "intlu- 
ence.” 
They make big concerns inter­ 
ested in legislation believe they can 
"put things over” and reap quite a 
harvest from the gullible outsiders. 


Their W orst Offense. 
W hat has aroused congressmen to a 
high pitch of indignation is because 
these lobbyists inform their employers 
that this or that man is "fixed" or is

And so they are put in pil­ 
lory before the public when the lobby­ 
ist turns “informer.” 


Rewards of Valor. 
While much bas been printed recent­ 
ly about the battle of Gettysburg and 
every account showed that it was a de­ 
cisive battle, the turning point of tho 
war, etc..

Alexan­ 
der and others, many of whom won 
more distinction both before and after 
the crucial battle of the civil war. 
Yet none received the coveted three 
stars. 
Meade’s sole reward for win­ 
ning the most decisive buttle of the 
war was a brigadier general's com­ 
mission. 
The lieutenant generals re­ 
warded after the Spanish w ar were 
Miles.

Across the Hudson. 


ARNOLD REM OVED ONE LINK. 


Still the M o nster Cable, In Spite o f the 
T raito r’s Act, Serv ed Its Purpo se and 
Blo cked the Pro g ress o f the British 
Ships Up the River. 


So mewhere In the bed o f the Hudso n 
river Just o ff o f W est Po int lies burltnl 
tlie larger part o f a great Iro n chain, 
o ne o f several o rdered by 
General 
W ashingto n during the Revo lutio n to 
be co nstructed to prevent the enemy 
fro m ascending certain rivers to ac­ 
co mplish strategic po ints o f vantage 
The British were m aking strenuo us 
effo rts to get ho ld o f the Hudso n in 
o rder to keep free co m m unicatio n w ith 
Canada by the additio nal channels o f 
the St. Law rence and Lake Champlain, 
and so It was determ ined to o bstruct 
the Hudso n by a great chain cro ssing 
fro m Fo rt M o ntgo mery to A ntho ny's 
No se 
But this was a failure. 
The chain 
parted w ithin a week after It had been 
stretched, and. altho ugh subsequently 
raised and ngnln placed, it w as de­ 
stro yed by the British. 
Finally W ashingto n decided to fo rge 
ano ther and o bstruct the river between 
W est Po int and Co nstitutio n Island, fo r 
bere there was an abrupt change o f 
co urse, and a heavy tide reduced the 
speed o f any ship enco untering It. 
Be­ 
sides. the channel was 300 feet narro w ­ 
er at this cro ssing. 
The fo rging o f a chain such as w as 
co ntem plated was then no small under­ 
taking. 
Requests were secretly sent 
to vario us iro n co mpanies, and am o ng 
the bids the mo st favo rable cam e fro m 
the Sterling Iro n wo rks, situated in 
o ne o f tlie mo at l*enutlful regio ns o f 
the east, no w w ithin the fashio nable 
do m ains o f Tuxedo Park. 
It was o riginally o rganized by Lo rd 
Sterling in 1751, a well kno wn o fficer 
In the Revo lutio nary arm y, and co n­ 
tinued tn o peratio n fo r mo re than a 
hundred years, m eanw hile passing Into 
th e po ssessio n o f Abel No ble, 
who 
m arried a niece o f Peter To wnsend 
and who no w In asso ciatio n w ith the 


the American traito r Arno ld g av e it 
his particular attentio n and remo ved 
a link o f It under th e pretense o f hav 
lng it repaired fo r w eakness at a near­ 
by sm ithy. 
He w ro te to M ajo r Andre 
th at it wo uld no t be replaced until the 
fo rts wo re surrendered to the British 
But so meho w tlie chain sto o d fo r its 
purpo se, and Sir H enry Clinto n did 
no t attem pt to relieve Burgo yne. 
P arts o f this celebrated chain are to 
be seen am o ng vario us histo rical cu 
rlo s o f pro nduent so cieties. 
A num ber 
o f years ago Mayo r H ew itt o f New 
Yo rk, then the o w ner o f a m ine near 
the Sterling pro perties, becam e Inter 
csted in finding o ut the w hereabo uts o f 
the rem aining po rtio ns o f the chain. 
A 
large part 'o f it lies at the bo tto m o f 
the river, abo ut thirty to ns were in 
vario us po ssessio ns, and at W est Po int 
there are thirteen links, and a staple 
placed near the spo t w here the chain 
was ancho red and a plate tells o f the 
date and 
place o f fo rging.—Bo sto n 
Herald. 


Herculaneum and Po mpeii.

No co m plaint w ith regard to undue 
lim itatio n o f po lling tim e w as po ssible 
in the o ld parliam entary days. 
The 
danger w as th a t po lling m ight be pro ­ 
lo nged fo r a fo rtnight o r a mo nth. 
D rastic actio n to bring the po ll to a 
clo se o nce pro vo ked a rio t in the W est­ 
m inster divisio n o f Lo ndo n. 
At the 
general electio n th a t began o n April 
25. 1741. the tw o W estm inster m inis­ 
terial candidates w ere o n th e fifth day 
o f po lling well ahead, but an o piH>si- 
tlo u party o f electo rs appro aching the 
hustings In great fo rce, the high bailiff 
(who favo red the m inisterialists) de- 
clnred th at he feared a rio t and clo sed 
the po ll. 
T he baffled vo ters rio ted and 
the m ilitary w ere called o ut. The high 
bailiff had afterw asd to apo lo gize o n 
his knees to th e speaker and pay u 
heavy line.

The British were m aking strenuous 
efforts to get hold of the Hudson in 
order to keep free com m unication w ith 
Canada by the additional channels of 
the St. Lawrence and Lake Champlain, 
and so it was determ ined to obstruct 
the Hudson by a great chain crossing 
from Fort Montgomery to Anthony’s 
Nose. 
But this was a failure. 
The chain 
parted within a week afte r It had been 
stretched, and. although subsequently 
raised and again placed, it waa d e 
stroked by the British. 
Finally W ashington decided to forge 
another and obstruct the river between 
W est Point and Constitution island, for 
here there was an abrupt change of 
course, and a heavy tide reduced the 
•peed of any ship encountering it. 
Be­ 
sides. the channel was SOO feet narrow ­ 
er at this crossing. 
The forging of a chain such as was 
contem plated w as then no small under­ 
taking. 
Bequests were secretly sent 
to various iron companies, and among 
the bids the most favorable cam e from 
th*' Sterling Iron works, situated in 
one of the most beautiful regions of 
the east. now w ithin the fashionable 
domain^ of Tuxedo Park. 
It was originally organized by Lord 
Sterling in 1751, a well known officer 
in the Revolutionary arm y, and con­ 
tinued in operation for more than a 
hundred years, m eanw hile passing into 
the possession of Abel Noble, who 
m arried a niece of Peter Townsend 
and who now in association w ith the 


date and 
place of fo rg in g —Boston 
Herald.

The First Is Shown by Jupiter, the 
Second by the Earth and the Third 
by Mars, While the Moon Shows the 
Empty Stage After the Play Is Don*. 


No stage was ever set for such a 
tragedy as the planet Mars presents. 
It Is the Inst act in the dram a of a 
w orld’s history! 
The first act In such a dram a consists 
of scenes from chaos. 
The huge plan­ 
et Ju p iter offers us a spectacle of that 
kind In Its stream ing belts of thick 
clouds and Its w hirling vapors, glow­ 
ing like steam above a furnace. 
The second act is represented by the 
earth, w ith Its fertile crust, its cool. In­ 
vigorating atm osphere and its life sus­ 
taining seas that give birth to the 
clouds 
which, 
condensing 
on 
the 
m ountains, furnish the rains and set 
the rivers flowing. 
The closing act is tho role of Mars, 
w here the seas have vanished, the a t­ 
m osphere has thinned o a t the rivers 
have disappeared, the continents have 
turned into deserts, and life, driven Into 
a corner, is battling against final ex­ 
tinction. 
T hat there is yet intelligent life on 
M ars is the universal belief of all the 
observers whom Mr. Lowell bas gath­ 
ered about him at his Flagstaff ob­ 
servatory. w here tho extraordinary phe­ 
nomena of th a t wonderful planet are 
studied as now here else in the world. 
More than that, they tell us with 
ever Increasing em phasis that the peo­ 
ple of Mars, corn[>elled by necessity, 
have developed a com m and over natu ­ 
ral forces which would seem m iracu­ 
lous if exhibited upon the earth. 
W ith them it has become simply a 
question of brain power against tho 
inanim ate powers of nature. 
They bove nights and days of the 
sam e length as ours. 
They have sea­ 
sons alm ost precisely corresponding 
w ith ours, except th a t they are each 
tw ice os long. 
But their oceans are 
dried up. no rains fall (though there 
may bo dews), and nearly all the a t­ 
m ospheric m oisture is alternately lock­ 
ed up In one or the other of the polar 
snowcaps.

On M ars the reign of universal penco 
m ust have begun uges ago, introduced 
not by moral or sentim ental consid­ 
erations, but by the necessity of unit­ 
ing all the engineering skill, all the in­ 
ventive powers and all the physical 
forces of the entire population of the 
planet in a common buttle for life. 
The only thought of their Inventors 
Is of improved m eans for controlling 
the slowly lessening supplies of mois­ 
ture th a i once in about two of our 
years may tie draw n aw ay from one 
of Hie poles while the sum m er suu- 
shlne Is dissolving its thin snows. 
This universal concentration of men­ 
tal energy upon a single aim is con­ 
ceived ns having developed upon Mars 
a knowledge of the hidden forces of 
nature such as has up to the present 
merely been dream ed of on the earth. 
We have Just begun to learn how to 
nae electricity In the m echanic arts, 
but they may have unlocked the secret 
forces Inclosed In the atom s of m atter 
which our science has recently assured 
us exist w ithout showing us how to 
utilize them .

Drastic action to bring th e fK>!l to a 
close once provoked a riot in tile W est­ 
m inster division of London. 
At the 
general election th a t liegnn on April 
25. 1741. the tw o W estm inster m inis­ 
terial candidates w ere on th e fifth day 
of polling well ahead, but an opposi­ 
tion party of electors approaching the 
hustings in great force, the high bailiff 
(who favored the m inisterialists) de­ 
c la r e that he feared a riot nnd closed 
the poll. 
The baffled voters rioted and 
the m ilitary were called out. The high 
bailiff had afterw ard to apologize on 
his knees to the speaker and pay a 
heavy fine.
